A FTERj,a male baby has grown out of long clothes 
and triangles and has acquired pants, freckles, and so 
much diiH^that relatives do not dare to kiss it between 
meals, it becomes a BOY. A boy is Nature’s answer to 
that false belief that there is no such thing as perpetual 
motion. A boy can swim like a fish, run like a deer, climb 
like a squirrel, balk like a mule, bellow like a bull, eat 
like a pig, or act like a jackass, according to climatic 
conditions. 

He is a piece of skin stretched over an appetile. A 
noise, covered with smudge. He is called a tornado because 
he comes at the most' unexpected times, hits the most un¬ 
expected places, and leaves everything a wreck behind 
him. He is a growing ‘animal of superlative promise, to 
be fed, watered, and kept warm, a joy forever, a periodic 
nuisance, the problem of our times, the hope of a nation. 
Every boy born is evidence that God is not yet discouraged 
of man. " — ■ 

Were it not for boys, the newspapers would go unread 
and a thousand picture shows would go bankrupt. Boys 
are useful in running errands. A bd|y can easily do the 
family errands with the aid of five or six adults. The zest 
with which a boy does an errand is equal only by the 
speed of a turtle on a July day. The boy is a natural spec- 
tator. He watches.parades, flies, fights, ball games, auto¬ 
mobiles, boats, and airplanes with equal fervor, but will 
not watch the clock. The man who invents a clock that 
will stand on its head and sing a song wjtrii it strikes will 
win the undying gratitude of millions Of families whose 
boys are forever coming to dinner about 1 supper time. 

Boys faithfully imitate their dads in spite of all ef¬ 
forts to teach them pood manners. A boy, if not washed 
too often and if kept in a cool, quiet place after each acci¬ 
dent, will, survive broken bon»s. hornets, swimming holes. 


Premier Smuts of South Africa 
warns that the youth of today 
must be prepared for the future 
by training in arms. Speaking in 
Ottawa he says; “Every young 
man" should be trained to arms. 
Keep steam in the engine. Nobody 
knotfs who the enemy will be.” 

Referring to the last war, and 
to San Francisco, he said: 

“We thought we had a new 
world, that we did not need to 
worry about our defences. Don’t let 
us have that illusion again. Don’t 
let us let San Francisco lull us into 
'the idea that we can go home to 
bed. 

“Who are we to prepare 
against? I don’t know. We know 
that it is a dangerous world. Na¬ 
tions go mad, just like individuals. 
We have seen a great nation go 
stark mad—Germany. We did not 
think that could happen in the 20th 
century. Why did they go mad? 
Peirhaps because of error in the 
souls of men.” 

Yes, he answered to a question 
about compulsory military train¬ 
ing, every young man should be 
trained. Men should know how to 
look after and respect their bodies. 
That is what military training 
taught. But more than that it left- 
a country with a body of mren 
j ready to be whipped into shape to 
meet danger. 

He was grave as he spoke of 
Europe. Never in h story has there 
.been such a colossal breakdown of 
the nations. where c ulture was 
cradled. There is sadness and 
despair beyond the conception of 
man. How could we know what the 
aftermath of the war would breed 
in these countries? 


Americans visiting in Canada 
openly envy Canadians the plenti¬ 
ful display of available meat. They 
cannot understand why., meat 

should be so relatively diffi¬ 
cult t° secure in the U.S.A.— 

Colliers Magaz ne explains some 
of t' e angles. It says United 
States at this moment has more 
"meat on the. hoof and in refriger¬ 
ators than ever before. The pro¬ 
rated civilian share should be at 
least 2 pounds a week, but it does¬ 
n’t seem to be. First there are the 
armed forces which require a 
large share, and feed millions of 
other persons besides. The black 
markets are even more numerous 
than the speakeasies and bootleg¬ 
gers of prohibition. Subsidies are 
paid at the wrong end, to packers 
instead of producers. There are 
also the siiloin pocketbooks with 
most people having the money to 
call for good cuts. 

There are 1600 packers in U.S. 

A., about 20,000 slaughterers and 
6,000,000 producers. There are ov¬ 
er 250,000 retail stores. Federal 
inspection covers about 50% with 
no way of gauging black markets 
and secret farm Tcill. . »

They have to be. 

Butchers have many ways of 
beating the game. They can give 
short weight to make up the illeg¬ 
al p ice paid the wholesaler. They 
may accept something on the side 
from special customers for saving 
them meat. And it is often the pa¬ 
trons who make biggest fuss when 
there is an attempt to clean up this 
condition.

Donald Gordon, W.P.T.B. chair¬ 
man, has announced that Ihtf meat 
ration to be resumed in Canada, 
alows a ration of about 1 1/3 lbs. 
of actual meat weekly per person. 


This is a stricter ration than of waste in the army use. 


Geography is another factor pre¬ 


prevailed from May 1943 to 
March 1944. The purpose of the 
rationing is to allow further export 
of meat to Europe. 

Control of slaughter has been 
immediately effective. Meatless 
days on Tuesdays and Fridays will 
be-resumed in restaurants on Fri¬ 
day, July 13. 

The new ration tokens will per¬ 
mit purchase of small amounts of 
perishable meat and almost all 
meats except poultry will be ra¬ 
tioned. Unrationed meat consump¬ 
tion has been round 141 lbs. per 
capita. The ration would set a per 
capita yearly amount of 130 lbs. 
carcass weight. Until the ration 
coupons can he issued, the public 
has been asked for voluntary re¬ 
duction. 

Comparing Canada with other 
countries a rough estimate gives 
Britain about 107 lbs. carcass 
weight yearly; United States 
about 125 lbs. Australia 176 lbs. 
and New Zealand 208 lbs. There 
are also differences in distribution 
to be considered in various coun¬ 
tries. as well as climatic condi¬ 
tions.

check'ng of trap strips to see if 
they have achieved their full pur¬ 
pose. If there Ls sawdust in the 
stems, it proved that the eggs have 
been laid and hatched, and that the 
resulting grubs are active. 

As soon as the flight isover, the 
trap should be mown for hay or 
otherwise destroyed in order to 
kill the eggs and grubs in the 
stems. This cutting is just as im¬ 
portant as seeding the strips. 

There is no need to be discouraged 
if some of the flies went right 
through the trap into , the main 
c op. A small trap cannot be ex¬ 
pected to correct in one season the 
mistakes Of the last twenty or 
th'rty years.

Breeding Herd 
Is Capital 


Council of Beef Profile r- Con¬ 
tend T' a* Breeding Herds Are 
Cap tal Nat Income For 
Taxpayers - r - — 

A memorandum on the general 
’ tax position ofjcattle raise-s comes 
from the Oounc'l of Beef Produc¬ 
ers,’asserting that breeding herds 
should be recognized as capital not 
.-X- income. Calves kept as herd bulls 
or heifers until breedable age are 
properly breeding ~ stock. All 
steors are adm'ttodlv income, as 
well as heifers not kept to breed- 
able age. 

At present tax regulations are 
crusing a harking up of cattle : n 
th’ country to a point ft’here cattle 
pnpu'atinji has ire-eased l'L> mil¬ 
lion head during war years. But if 
the suggested principal were re¬ 
cognized producers would market 
both merchandisable cattle and al¬ 
so some of the breeding herds, in 
this manner increasing the beef 
production when it is urgently re¬ 
quired. 

The council also a-gues that an 
allowance should be made for de¬ 
preciation of breeding he'ds. The 
efficient brewing age range of 
beef cattle is from 2 to 9 years, 
end the farmer or rancher should 
be allowed to depreciate their val¬ 
ue the same as a wheat farmer 
does his machinery.
